Guidelines for sex 
education, approved earlier 
by Ihe board, accompanied 
the list of approved resource 
materials.

To oversee Metro expansion 

Road commission gets 
chairman for two years 


A prominent Detroit at- 
torney will serve as chairman 
of the board of Wayne County 
Road Commissioners for the 
next two years beginning Jan. 
1. 

Michael Berry-senior 
partner in the firm Berry, 
Hopson, Francis, and Mack- 
and his co-commissioners, 
Philip J . Neudeck and Freddie 
G Burton, also attorneys, will 
set policy regarding multi- 
million dollar programs in the 
fields of roads, parks, sewer 
and w'ater supply and 
Metropolitan Airport 

Berry, elected a road 
commissioner in March, 1967, 
said that much of the Board’s 
time will be devoted to a three- 
phase plan for the further 
development of Detroit 


Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport. 

Reconstruction of Ihe air- 
port’s main instrument 
runway, under the first grant 
of the recent Federal Airport 
Development Aid Program, 
has been completed. The first 
phase of the $250 million 
program was assured in April 
with the sale of $69 million in 
airport revenue bonds. 

'This program will include 
land acquisition, a new' run- 
way, terminal expansion, 
roads and parking, baggage 
facilities and several other 
improvements,” Berry said 
Transportation and 
economic expansion must be 
viewed as a totality,” said 
Bern*. “Thev all blend in 


together and we have insured 
futher development in the out- 
county area with the sale of 
$20 million in highway fund 
bonds and several million 
dollars in sewer bonds,” he 
added. 

The road bond issue will 
finance 20 projects in and 
around Detroit One will be a 
grade separation for East 
Grand Boulevard between 
Russell and St. Aubin Sts. over 
the Grand Trunk Railroad 
tracks. 

Berry, who lives at 232 N. 
Vernon, Dearborn, said the 
County will share in the 
State’s Recreation Bond issue 
proceeds and that this will 
help in the acquistilion and 
development of much needed 
“play space.” 


A hearing on the merits of 
the suit and a motion for a 
summary judgment of 
dismissal filed by the city will 
be heard on Feb. 5. 

The association is expected 
to file an amendment bill of 
complaint, was stated. 

The suit was filed to block 
enforcement of the pact- 
bet ween the city and the 
sheriff’s department under 
which the sheriff’s depart- 
ment will supply 24-hour 
complete police service to 
Romulus. 

The contract signed bet 
ween the sheriff and the City 
of Romulus is for five years. 
The first year’s cost is 
reported to be $348,000. 

The present 10-man 
Romulus police force would be 
transferred to the sheriffs 
department w'ith ajl their 
rights and seniority 
protected. 

The law enforcement 
contract awaits the approval 
of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners which con- 
trols the operations of the 
Wayne County Sheriff 
Department. 

The Ways and Means 
Committee of the Board of 
Commissioners has referred 
the proposed contract to three 
county agencies for analysis 
and recommendations. They 
are the Board of Auditors, the 
Civil Service Commission and 
the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s office.

Exactly 12 years ago this 
month, these same people 
held a sacred dedication of the 
present church building . 
True, it wasn’t much more 
than a shell, with much of the 
furniture hand-made by the 
present church treasurer, 
Arnold Frantz, of Flat Rock. 
In fact. Frantz built the 
pulpit, which is still in use. 

As time went by, much was 
added to the church spiritually 
and materially. 

Then in July, 1967. Hope 
Baptist became affiliated with 
the Galilean Baptist Mission, 
a Michigan Ecclesiastical 
corporation, w'hich has more 


than a half million dollars in 
assets. 

This mission has now issued 
$25,000 in certificates of 
deposit which earn 7 per cent 
per annun, payable 
semi-annually and redeemable 
upon 90 day notice.

State treasury status 
tops legislature woes 



The legislature will not officially adjourn its 
1969-70 session until tomorrow, but all of its 
major business was concluded in a short, but 
busy session earlier in the month. 

There will be some problems left for the 
new legislature, which will convene Jan. 13. 
One of the biggest and most immediate 
problems is the condition of the state 
treasury. 

Because of the general downturn in 
economy, the lengthly General Motors strike 
and other factors, slate revenues have lagged 
behind expectations. This is coupled with a 
number of unforeseen state expenses, in- 
cluding extra costs for welfare. 


The legislature did lake action this month to 
prevent some $50 million in expected deficit, 
but there was a delay in the House on a 
proposal to shift $11 million out of the Unin- 
sured Motor Vehicle Fund and into the 
General Fund. There were objections in the 
House to move this earmarked money. 
Although it may be necessary to do so, it need 
not be accomplished immediately. 

The governor’s office earlier had estimated 
that Michigan faced a $62 million deficit by 
the end of this fiscal year. Since then, 
however, some other disturbing factors have 
arisen. They include the need for some $50 
million more to meet increased welfare costs, 
about $16 million extra needed for education 
programs, based on revised figures, and 
approximately $12 million which General 
Motors seeks from the state in refunds from 
pre paid taxes. 


The 1971 legislature also will have to face 
the need for reform of Michigan’s drug laws. 
This will be necessary because of the failure 
this month of the Senate to approve a House- 
passed comprehensive drug law reform 
program. Revision of the drug laws will now' 
have to wait until the 1971 session. 

The key bill, approved by a 62-7 vole in the 
House but rejected by the Senate, was in- 
troduced after extensive studies of a House 
special committee on narcotics. The com- 
mittee recommended, in effect, that state 
drug laws be modernized in order to ef-

fectively meet the challenge of rising drug 
abuse in Michigan. 

Earlier in the December session, the Senate 
also turned dow r n a House-approved bill which 
would have reclassified marijuana and 
covered what were considered to be loopholes 
in the restrictions agaihst LSD. Supporters of 
this measure had maintained it would make 
the laws against marijuana and LSD more 
. effect, ' 


One bill that did receive final approval sets 
up “odd-year” elections for municipal offices. 
Under this measure, the local elections would 
be standardized in November, with primaries 
in August, on dates common to presidential, 
congressional and state office elections in 
even-numbered years. Municipal elections 
are now commonly held in April. 

The purpose of this legislation is to en- 
courage larger voter turnouts for municipal 
elections and to cut lengthy “bedsheet” 
ballots to more reasonable lengths. The bill 
does, however, give home rule cities the right 
to continue April elections if they so desire. 
Also, school boards and judges are exempted 
from the odd-year trend. 

A bill that failed in the House w f ould have 
required local K-12 school districts to take 
over the liabilities of insolvent community 
colleges. The bill was designed to cover the 
financially troubled Wayne County Com- 
munity College. If it had passed and Wayne 
County Community College went insolvent, K- 
12 districts in the county would have had to 
assume two-thirds of the college’s liabilities 
and the Wayne County Intermediate School 
District the other one-third. 


Bills that won final approval in the 
December session would: 

-Allow two or more communities to join 
together in developing low-income housing 
projects. 

-Make it possible for school districts which 
received special funds to aid in the education 
of disadvantaged children to receive 
similar tunds this school year, even if they 
were not included in this year’s school aid bill. 

-Spell out more specifically the duties of a 
school superintendent.

Van Buren Public Schools has hired four speech 
correctionists, Mrs. Carol Doll. Mrs. Rita Edford, 
Miss Faith Kuzma and Mrs. Clara Packard. 

Each of the correctionists services two or three 
elementary schools with approximately 50 sessions 
per week. 

Four days a week are spent in therapy with the 
children and the fifth day is a coordination day to 
attend to such things as parent conferences, 
classroom teacher conferences, home calls, child 
testing, extra therapy, lesson planning, writing 
reports, staff conferences and clinic appointments 

Speech correctionists work with five main types 
of problems: ( 1) omissions, substitutions, additions, 
or distortions of sounds < articulation problems); (2) 
repetition of sounds, words, phrases, or sentences; 
(3) physical problems such as cleft palate and 


cerebral palsy; (4) meaningless jargon or no 
speech at all; and (5) inappropriate voice pitch. 

In the fall of each year the speech correct ionist 
determines which children are most in need of 
speech help. She screens the first grades, children 
who were in speech the previous year, all children 
new' to the school system and any child who has 
been referred by a teacher. 

Each speech correctionist uses her own par- 
ticular method of screening these children 
However, a sample of the child’s conversational 
speech is usually included in the screening. 

At the conclusion ol the screening, the speech 
correct ionist must decide which children she should 
work with 

Some factors to consider are: severity and type of 
problem in view of the child's age, probability of the

The Speech Correction Program in Michigan is 
stale reimbursed. The state also determines how r 
many children each correctionist may work with (a 
minimum of 75, but not more than 100) and the 
amount of t ime s|>ent with each child per week (one 
hour * 

Speech correctionist must he approved for 
teaching speech correction in accordance with 
requirements prescribed by the Michigan 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. (This 
determines which courses must be taken while at a 
college or university. 

They must hold a Master's Degree and a 
teacher's certificate.

To the Editor: 

Following many years of dedicated effort on the part of a 
small group of concerned citizens and educators, a unique 
educational institution was founded with a most modest and 
austere budget. 

This money was provided by the New Detroit Committee and 
the State Legislature of Michigan along with the help of 1,300 
dedicated educators from Detroit Metroplitan area schools. 
This unique much needed institution set national records in 
enrollments - 15,000 students after only semesters. That would 
be positive evidence of the need and popularity of this in- 
stitution. 

Several precedents, national in scope, were set. Tuition cost 
was a normal sum of $9 per credit hour an “Open door admission 
policy” provided a college education to many thousands of the 
young and old of all races who would otherwise never have the 
opportunity to futher their education. 

Today, due to many negative reasons our college is in severe 
financial trouble. Three times our citizens have rejected sup- 
porting an institution of higher learning in our largest, most 
populous and wealthiest country.

Dr. Sterling W. Brown, president of the national Conference of 
Christians and Jews addressed on Nov. 30, 1970, more than 350 
persons in New- York City stating that “polarization is the 
greatest danger facing our . nation today.” 

Dr. Kenneth Clark, imminent internationally known black 
psychologist urged an audience of more than 1,000 persons at 
Wayne State University on May 6. 1969 “massive and immediate 
crash programs in remedial education be provided - un- 
prepared, rejected, flaboyant and hostile, they (black youth) 
are the raw materials for demagogues. We want to go to the 
moon before everyone, but we throw these youngsters on 
society’s scrap heap.” 

Enter Wayne County Community College. It is uniquely 
organized to meet the needs of these youngsters (black and 
white and all other minority youth) to receive that remedial 
and-or enriching education that is possibly the only thing that 
will turn our country around from the deadly and ominous 
polarization that increases daily.

School bus stop law 
will change March 30

Revisions in Michigan’s 
School Bus Slop Law become 
effective on March 20, Charles 
“Bob" Cook, director of 
transportation for the Van 
Buren Public School System, 
disclosed Monday. 

The new’ legislation of the 
bus stop law- has been detailed 
by cook for both the school bus 
drivers, parents and students 
by the way of the school 
district’s newsletter. Cook 
said 

The revision provides for 
the following changes relating 
to slopping of school buses and 
related matters: 


controlled by local ordinance. 

4- When a school bus 
required to activate alter- 
nately flashing red lights is 
about to slop it shall activate 
the lights at least 200 feet in 
advance of the stop. 

5- Deactivation of flashing 
lights will permit traffic to 
proceed past a stopped school 
bus. 

6- Any vehicle which passes 
a stopped school bus 
displaying flashing lights 
shall be presumed to be 
operated by its ow r ner and 
proof that the vehicle illegally 
passed the school bus shall be 
presumption of guilt. 

7- It will be illegal for a 
person under the age of 21 to 
drive a school bus for tran- 
sportation of children at any 
time.

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SEMCOG urges cities, schools to join group 


Chairman of the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Govern- 
ments, Mel Ravilz, issued a 
statement today urging some 
242 governments in southeast 
Michigan to join the 
organization. 

The chairman, a Detroit 
Common Councilman, said 
that 22 of 41 area communities 
with more than 25,000 
residents were not members. 

Belleville is among the 
cities not represented in the 
organization The Huron 
School District, Romulus 
Community Schools and Van 
Buren Public Schools do not 
have representation in the 
group 

SEMCOG is a voluntary 
association of local govern- 
mental units organized in 
January, 1968, as an 
outgrowth of the Detroit 
Metropolitan Area Regional 
Planning Commission, which 
has functioned in southeast 
Michigan since 1947. 

The organization is designed 
to initiate development of the 
entire area with collective 
efforts of participating 
municipalities 

There are presently 104 
member units of government 
representing slightly more 
than 70 per cent of the 4.7 
million population of 
southeast Michigan. 

Presently, five or six 
counties are represented in 
the organization 

Cities and villages are 
represented in a 47 to 109 ratio, 
with 22 of 105 townships and 30 
of 126 school districts also 
taking part in SEMCOG ac- 
tivities. 

In his statement to non- 
member cities, Ravitz said: 

“The Southeast Michigan 
Council of Governments has 
reached a critical period in its 
growth. As its chairman, and 
as a representative of one of 
the member local units of 
government in SEMCOG. I 
feel obligated to point out to 
you an urgent matter of 
concern to your con- 
stituency.” 

Ravitz then explained the 
make-up and goals of SEM- 
COG, along with statistics of 
membership. 

HesaidSEMCOC/S growth 
depends on the willingness of 
governing bodies “to par- 
ticipate as SEMCOG mem- 
bers in matters or regional 
concern.' ’ 

He said, “If all governments 
and school districts were 
participating members of 
SEMCOG, their local dues 
would provide an adequate 
base of local funding to attract 
the $1.2 million in federal and 
state monies needed to 
maintain a reasonable and 
effective program.

“As a result. SEMCOG has 
had to seek other funding 
sources,” he said. 

“We hope these other 
funding efforts will succeed, 
but there is no assurance of 
such success. Indeed, for 


several reasons, including the 
stress of current economic 
conditions, these efforts may 
fail 

“Concurrent with these 
funding problems, a 
movement to change the basic 
structure of SEMCOG as a 
broadly-based voluntary 


association open to all local 
units of government is gaining 
momentum. The result could 
be a changed organization in 
which local units of govern- 
ment would lose direct 
representation and par- 
ticipation in SEMCOG mat- 
ters. 


“Other alternatives might 
even be mandated by either 
the state or federal govern- 
ment in case our local efforts 
do not result in an effective 
voluntary association. 

“The best hope of main- 
taining a strong, voluntary 


and effective locally- 
controlled Council of 
Governments lies in local 
units of Government like 
yours deciding to join 
SEMCOG now. 

“I urge you and others a 
responsible for your com- 
munity’s participation in 


SEMCOG to take another look 
at this matter. Clearly there 
must be increasing in- 
volvement of a regional 
council of some sort in several 
region-wide matters of con- 
cern in South-east Michigan. 

“We find the Council of 
Government approach far 


preferable to imposition of a 
“super government of any 
kind, or to the chaos that 
would erupt if there is no 
rational regional system. 

“Your government will help 
decide the kind of regional 
structure Southeast Michigan 
develops.”

WASHINGTON 
Organized labor and the 
federal government are 
asking the Supreme Court to 
rule that unions can force 
management to bargain about 
benefits for retired employes. 

The case affects directly 
only 190 retired employes in 
Ohio But labor lawyers sav a 


lower court decision, if 
allowed to stand, could touch 
retirment benefits for millions 
of workingmen and perhaps 
lead to disappearance of 
countless other subjects from 
l u b o r-m anagement 
bargaining tables. 

hmployes have for years 


been required to negotiate 
retirement programs for 
active workers, and many 
have bargained voluntarily to 
increase benefits for workers 
already retired. 

Last June 10, however, the 
U S. Cqurt of Appeals at 
Cincinnati overturned a 
National Labor Relations 


eligible to negotiate benefits 


Board decision and ruled 
labor could not insist, as a 
matter of law, that 
management negotiate 
benefits for retired workers. 

The importance of the case 
is underlined by the fact 
friend-of-thc-court briefs were 
filed on management's side by

Chamber of Commerce, and 
on the NLRB side by the AFL-

If there is a more inventive 
comedy writer around today 
lhan Neil Simon, it’s probably 
Buck Henry. But where Simon 
manages to extract the last 
drop of wit from ordinary 
situations. Henry’s humor 
goes the extra bit and seeks 
out the humor in madness. 

Bill Manhoff’s pleasant but 
ordinary play, “The Owl and 
the Pussycat ,’’ done originally 
as a biracial story— although 
race was never really a factor 
in the play and has been 
dropped in the screen ver- 
sion— has been redone for the 
screen by Henry, last credited 
with the film version of 

“Catch 22.” Henry has added 
a small touch of genius. 

It’s such a good movie, 
actually, that it becomes 
almost embarrassing to 
confirm a suspicion which has 
been growing for some time. 
Barbra Streisand really can’t 
act at all. This may be an 
audacious statement, con- 
sidering that Miss Streisand 
won an Oscar her first time on 
the screen, but “Funny Girl” 
was really a unique role. It 
allowed Miss Streisand to sing 
a lot and what Barbra can do 
to a song is so good it ought to 
be illegal. But further, it 
allowed her to play herself 
and. as it turns out, that didn’t 
call for much acting at all. 

Since “Hello, Dolly” it’s 
been all downhill and now in 
“Pussycat,” her first non- 
singing role, she must make it 


strictly on her acting ability, 
and worse, make it against a 
sensitive talented actor like 
George Segal 

Poor girl. The result, as you 
might suspect, is unfortunate. 
Try as she can. Miss Streisand 
can’t get the East River out of 
her voice and heavy emotion 
merely increases the in- 
flection. The rest is mostly 
surfacl mannerisms. 

So much for the bad news. 
Despite it all, “Owl and the 
Pussycat” is still one of the 
season’s happier events, due 
mostly to Segal and Henry. 
“Owl” concerns a would-be 
writer who tips off the 
caretaker of his apartment 
that a prostitute is operating 
across the way and the girl, 
enraged when she is thrown 
out. barges in on the writer to 
begin a most turbulent 
relationship 

She is unlettered, like Eliza 
Dolittle or Billie Dawn, but 
willing to learn. Segal is shy. 
unable to handle such an 
overwhelming creature. They 
are both hiding reality, he 
beneath the illusion that he is 
a writer and not the bookstore 
clerk he really is, she that she 
is an actress and model and 
not a hustler. 

This is Manhoff’s ordinary 
play, which Henry has honed 
and sharpened to such a fine 
edge. One example of his 
remarkable touch will suffice, 
but there are many others. 
The girl cannot fall asleep 
without television, but her set 
got broken when she was 
evicted. 

Segal, desperate to get to 
sleep and seeking to pacify 
her, moves a lit fish tank in 
front of her and from behind it 
offers his own version of late 
night broadcasting. 

if Henry has a flaw, it is his 
occasional lack of self-control. 
He gets carried away as when 
Miss Streisand describes her

lures > like it. are what turn 
them off in South Dakota. 

There is a dim suspicion 
lurking somewnere that 
Reiner could have produced 
an equally relevant and 
equally funny film that would 
pack them in in South 
Dakota— an old fashioned film 
in short— but to do so would be 
to admit that he isn’t with it 
and that may be the cardinal 
sin today. 

But. since this review will 
probably never reach South 
Dakota and since there is a 
market for “Where’s Poppa” 
in these parts, let’s take a look 
at it. 

George Segal again shows 
he can’t cope with the world 
and should move somewhere 
else in the sort of film that 
he— along with Elliott Gould— 
seems to have cornered the 
market on the past year. 

This time he appears as a 
lawyer whose practice and 
personal life are suffering 
badly because he must care 
for his aging and senile 
mother, efficiently played by 
Ruth Gordon, who avoids the 
pitfalls of such a role by not 
burlesquing it. 

Gould would like to put his

Rib roast 
pointers 
for the cook 

The rib-roast-alias prime 
rib or standing rib— is one of 
the most popular, but 
misunderstood of the 
glamorous meat cuts, says 
Maryann Meldrum, 
Kalamazoo-based marketing 
information agent. 

This holiday favorite comes 
from the center section of the 
beef animal, between the loin 
(steak) section and the 
shoulder (chuck) section. 
Miss Meldrum explains. 

Some markets advertise rib 
roasts “first three ribs.” 
Others tout 4th, 5th and 6th, 
while others simply have rib 
roasts. Ask the meat man 
from w'hich direction he 
counts the ribs. Miss Meldrum 
advises. 

Some markets count from 
the back, others count from 
the front. Generally speaking 
the first three ribs are the best 
cuts (those closest to the steak 
section). Miss Meldrum says. 

Many markets advertise a 
seven-inch rib roast. Others 
offer a 10-inch roast. The 10- 
inch roast means that the less 
lender and less expensive 
short ribs are left attached, 
Miss Meldrum says. On a 
seven -inch roast these are 
removed so you get more 
“good ” meat in proportion to 
bone and waste but a higher 
price per pound. 

The best value is really the 
seven-inch roast even though 
price per pound is higher.
